LONDOX, Oct. I»—Great Britain has defeated 
the first attempt by the German army to Invade 
England, the Air .Ministry divulged In a dramatic 
announcement today. 
The attempt was made on September Hi, when 
a large number of crack German shock troops 
embarked from continental channel ports and 
headed for English shores, the air m inistry dis­ 
closed. 
Advised of the invasion move within a few min­ 
utes after it began, British Royal Air Force 
bombers roared across the channel and launched 
a terrific attack against the Nazi troop ships. 
The ferocity of the RAE assault was so great 
that the Germans were forced to abandon the at­ 
tack. 
British quarters indicated that the RAF' while 
being advised of important ship m ovements in 
the German held channel ports on that day, was 


not actually aware at the time that an invasion 
attem pt was being made. 
It was thought that the troop ships were prob­ 
ably being prepared for a possible invasion a t­ 
tempt. 
Nevertheless, the RAE bombers rained 
down tons of high explosives on the ships and 
also swooped low- to sweep their decks with a 
withering hail of machine-gun fire. 
The British attack was so fierce that the Ger­ 
man armada was broken up and those ships 
which hail started out were forced to flee back to 
port. 
The British flyers thought at the tim e It was 
just part of another day’s work. Now, according 
to the Air Ministry announcement, information 
has been received from a neutral source disclos­ 
ing that German troops had actually been em­ 
barked on those ships for an invasion of England, 
but the plans were not carried out because of the 
sustained offensive bv the RAE.

U nder a newly prom ulgated de­ 
cree all Jews will be forbidden 
from holding public office or 
the 
ran k of officers in the arm y, navy 
or air force. 
The same strict decree bars all 
Jew s from working in the new s­ 
paper, radio or movie industries. 
U nder term s of the decree, Jews 
can not belong to any governm ent 
adm inistration 
elected 
assem bly, 
o r courts. 
All Jew s now holding jobs on the 
banned list 
will 
be 
given two 
m onths in which to resign, 
The decree not only applies to 
France, but to French colonies as 
well where Jews are to be exclud­ 
ed from any political adm inistra­ 
tive function, teaching or m unici­ 
pal post. 
The only exceptions will be un­ 
der special decrees and will extend 
to Jew s who were decorated with 
the M ilitary Medal, W ar Cross or 
the Legion of Honor in the World 
W ar or received a citation in the 
1940 war. 
Special decrees will also lim it 
the num ber of Jew s who will be 
perm itted to work in the profes­ 
sions. 
T oday’s decree defined a Jew as 
any person w ith th ree g ran d p ar­ 
ents of Jewish h eritage or a per­ 
son with two Jew ish g randparents 
who m arried another Jew.

patient does not permit that; in 
the second place, if all the ar­ 
thritic invalids went to a climate 
there wouldn’t be enough beds or 
rooms to house them. 
We believe the best general 
treatment for arthritis is some 
form of physical therapy — ma­ 
nipulation, heat, exercise — and 
that it is possible to devise simple 
home-made methods of applying 
these. It is quite possible to teach 
a home mother to give good mas­ 
sage. Of course, it should be done 
at first under the direction of a 
doctor or professional masseur. 
Before describing that further, 
however, I should like to empha­ 
size tho value of something entire­ 
ly different from manipulation— 
which is rest. In one of 0. Henry’s 
stories he made quite a point of j 
the part that all the doctors he 
went to see advised “Rest and ex- j 
crcise." It isn’t quite as contra- j 
dictory as it sounds. Alternation ; 
of rest and manipulation in ar- ; 
thritis, with more rest than ma­ 
nipulation, is a key to treatment, j 


Rest Important 
And rest is certainly one of the , 
God-given remedies that was de- J 
signed to be carried out at home. 
It is one of the obvious things in \ 
treatment that is so close under j 
our eyes it is overlooked. 
Of j 
course, I mean rest in bed with 
the affected limb at rest—in a 
cast, if necessary. I don’t mean 
the kind of rest that is implied in 
the sentence, “Now. grandpa, you 
rest right here and all you have 
to do is answer the telephofte and 
the doorbell." 


The kind of massage best suited 
to arthritis is kneading or deep 
rubbing of the muscles around 
the joint. Do not attempt to move 
the joint forcibly or when it is 
painful. A light, stroking move­ 
ment over the joint itself may be 
used at times to relieve pain. 
The deep kneading of the mus­ 
cles in the region of the affected 
joint is designed to improve circu­ 
lation, carrying away poisons and 
other deposits from the joints and 
making the muscles more active. 
There is always atrophy of the 
muscles around an arthritic joint, 
and they need stimulation. Since 
it is not alway* possible for the 
arthritic to move the muscles him­ 
self on account of ankylosis of the 
joint, the massage performs an 
ideal function. 
At first, massage of an ar­ 
thritic joint should be undertaken 
with wholesome respect, and per­ 
formed gently and for short pe­ 
riods. 
As improvement occurs, 
the kneading may be done deeper 
and the time period lengthened. 
Flare-ups will occur sometimes 
and then the active manipulation 
must be stopped for a while. But 
there is always discernible a 
gradual and steady improvement 
if the procedure is properly car­ 
ried out.
